STATE KI.ECTIOXS. 


Elections will be held in twelve 


States the 5th of next month. These 
States are Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Mississippi, 
Nebraska, New York, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Virginia. In 
Iowa, Kentucky, Maryland, Mississippi, 
New York, Ohio and Virginia legisla- 
tures will be elected which will choose 
United States Senators. In some of 
the States Governors will be elected, 
bat in New York, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia the Governors hold 
over 


another year. In Utah a full comple- 
ment of State officers will be elected 
and if the Constitution is adopted, as 
it doubtless will be, two United States 
Senators will be elected by the Legis- 
lature.

terday pursuant to adjournment, all 
the members being present, and pro- 
tepded to oqualizo the assessment roll. 


Tho sc!e,ebsed valuation of the estate 


of J. P. Foulkb, deceased, was reduced 
from $1,600 to ,1,1,463. 


J. M. Fulton, in behalf of the N-C-O 


Railroad asked that the assessed value 
of the load staud as returned by the 
manager.
